Seven Points in Holly Culture 


1. All hollies like a light soil containing humus. If you wish to make up a 
special soil, use 1/3 sand, 1/3 compost or peat and 1/3 good top soil. 

2. Don't plant any holly deeper than. it was in the pot. 

3. Don't feed them for 6 months after planting. Then use Hollytone, cottonseed 
meal or castor bean meal. Special soluble fertilizers are ideal if the 
directions are followed. 

4. Except in the deep south, all hollies do well in full sun. In all parts of 

the country they will do well under high, light shade. 

Each fall hollies should be mulched with peat or peat moss. 

Water thoroughly once a week in dry weather. 

- In the colder parts of the country put a burlap screen on the south side 

during the first winter to protect the holly from damage from the winter sun.
